Anſw. Mark | Menin fin, or men finning, God doth 
not hear; but if any man turn from fin to God, or re- 
pent of his fins, then he ceaſeth from fin, and confeſſeth 
to God ; then God heareth him, not elſe, _ 
| Peter ſaith ro Simon the Sorcerer ( when he perceived 
he was in the gall of bitterneſs, and in the bond of ini- 
quity) Repent ; .AQ, 8. 22. Ando doth Chriſt and all 
the Prophets. -' And then Peter faith, Pray, perhaps the 
thoughts of thy heart may be forgiven thee. 

God is a God of Order, and not of Confuſion : he 
nor his Prophets do not exhort mea in fin, firſt to Sacri- 
fices, or Prayer and Praiſes: Nay, but reproves them 
for it. The Lord ( by /azah) faith to the Rulers and 
People of 1/rael, That their Nez*Moons, and Sabbaths, 
and Solemn Meetings, hu Soul hateth, Iſa. 1. and faith, 
--1Who required them at your hands ? 

| Reaſon itſelf teacheth men, If they fore-ſee that a 
man intends to tranfgrefs againſt them, and yet comes 
to them to have them to torgive him, they will fay, To 
what purpoſe ? and ſo turn from him. n 
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The Lord, by Moſes, Ce Jfar had polluted them- 
{elves in the Land of Egypt, by ſerving of other gods 
(which that they did, ſee Exek.2 3» 8 7oſ5.24. 14.) Ifay, 
did not then require-of them-ſacrifices or burnt-offer- 
ings, but ſaid only; Obey my YVorce, and 1 will be your God, © 
and you ſhall be my People, Exod, 19.5. Fer. 7. 23, Obe- 
dence to God's Voice, # better than Sacrifice; and to hear- 
ken, #; better than the fat of Rams ,,1 Sam.1 5. 22. 

When //rael's King and they were gone from hearing 
the Voice of the Lord, and yet were crificing, the Pro- 
phet Samuel ſaith to the King, To obey the Vorce of the 
Lord, #5 better than Sacrifice. Mark that, O ye Rulers 
of England, The Voice'of God is that in you which 
(by the Light) makes manifeſt fin to you. He that hath 
an ear to hear; let himbear, This was before the holy 
Scripture was in the hearts of the people to be known, 
and by Moſes and the Prophets preached tor Obedience 
of Faith, Deut. 30. 14. Rom. 10.8. 

You Teachers,ſay, We have erred and gone aftray from 
thy wayes. ln this you ſay truly, Now I will ſhew you 
with the Light, how they that ſuffered before you pitch- 
ed belides Eben-ezer, or ſtone of help, -(to wit) They 
that ſuffered for bearing their Teſtimony againſt things 
that are reprovable ; to wit, Againſt the. Inventions of 
the Papiſts : for what they ſuffered they are jaſtified of 
Goc, they then minding the things that-were reprova- 
ble, for which they ſuffered,” and not minding ſo much 
what that was that made manifeſt the things in and to 
them, knew it not co be the living Word of God by 
which he made the Worlds ; but becauſe ir co-operated 
with the holy Scripture , they thought it had been tlie 
written Scriptures ; and theretore ſaid as followeth, as it"

Beſides the teſtimony of theſe, . hear what the antient 
Philoſophers ſay, as it is noted in their Books, and by 
Arthur Golden in his Book,called, The Truneſs of Chriſtian 
Religion, in page's 5. he ſaith, Orphers, which was one 
of the Antients of the Greeks, as it is noted, faith he, 
faid,to-wit < Let thy eyes-be upon the Word of God, 
«and ftart not- away from it 5 torthat is it that made the 
« World, andis immortal, and according to the old fay- 
« ing, is perfect of it ſelt,and the perfeCter ofall things ; 
_ *«4hd it cannot be ſeen but by the mind. Mark that. 
' Again inpayge 64. he faith, that Mercury the Egypti- 
an ſaith, © That God is Light/ and that this lightſome 
« ſpeech which proceedeth from the mind,to wit,the Fa- 
«ther, is the Son of 'God : thar: (ſaith he) which heareth 
« and ſeeth in'thees/ is the Word of the Lord. Again 
in page 62, heſaith, Zoroaſtreſt the Caldean, who _ 
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(7) 
about the time of Abraham, fit, << The Fatherly mind 
« hath ſowed and planted in our fouls a certain reſem- 
« blance, begotten underſtanding and that our wills 
« benot acceptable. unto him, until we awake out of 
« forgetfulneſs, and: bethink our ſelves again of the 
« pnre Fatherly Mark which is in us. This agreeth with 
the thirteenth Article of the Church of England. Again 
ſaith, * That the ſame underſtanding being of power to. 
« beget and breed of it ſelt, (they ſay) he hath ſowed in 
«man a ſpark | which is witnefſed ] we, ſay they, 
« will kindle a Fire of his ſpark. This was the Divinity of 
the antient Philoſophers, | 

Again, hear whatthe modern Teachers ſay,touching 
the light in man, Thomas Wilſon in his Dictionary, Page 
671, ſaith thus, © Thelight of nature left in man,fince 
«his fall,to help him to know God, ſo far as to leave him 
« without excuſe 3 but, not ſo far as is needful to Salvati- 
* on. Mark : here it is noted;that the light in man is left 
him to know God. 1t . by the light in man, a man may 
know God, as it is vimnelded, then that light muſt be the 
Son of God : for, as the Scripture faith, Luke 10. 22. 
No man knoweth the Father ſave the Son, and he to whom he 
will reveal Him: it ſo, then theLight in man is God's 
Salvation. 

Again, Anthony Burges, in his Book touching the Light 
of nature, in Chapter 7, page 67. faith, © Ir-is a relict 
* or remnant of the Image of God : if ſo, as it is witneſ- 
ſed, then it muſt be, according unto the holy Scripture, 
the Son of God, for He zs the expreſs Image of bus Fa- 
thers Subſtence. Heb. r, 3. 

Much more might be ſaid trom the Writings of many ; 
but by what 1s written may appear, the Lord hath been 
as

as a ſtranger in the Earth, (to * Man ) And the holy 
Scriptures, by which the Lord hath wrought in,and un. 
to-men, have beentaken for the lively Seed or Word, 
and firm Foundation of God, The cauſe was, (as is be- 
fore written)andthe cauſe is now 5 becauſe men ſtumble 
at the Stone or Light of God in themſelves. This is, I 
{ay, the cauſe they have not known the Word, that was 
in the beginping with God, by which all things are made, 
which is God, fohn 1, and that which may be known of 
him, Rom.1.19. in the hearts of themſelves to be known 
(if obeyed) the Goſpel of our Salyation : The Jews (as 
faith Chriſt) thought in the Scriptures to have Eternal 
Life, John 5.30,40; The Teachers of this latter age have 
ſaid unto me, to wit, Presbytertans, | but the Lord hath 
removed them] that God was to be tound in the Scrip- 
- tures, not in man. So by their-own ſayings, it is mani- 
teft,thattheir thoughts are as the Phariſees was, to-whom 
Chriſt ſaid, Ye will not come to me, who am come a Light into 
the World; and as John ſaith, Lighteth every Man that 
cometh into the world + Yea, as faith the Wiſe-man, The 
poor, and the deceitful man, the Lord lighteth both their eyes 3 
he that doth believe on the Son of God? hath the Witneſs in 
himſelf ( x John 5.10. John 3.37. ) which is a greater 
Teſtimony than man : But as for every ſpirit that confe/- 
eth not that Feſtus Chriſt ts come in the fleſh, that ſpirit 1s 
(as Scripture faith) Antichriſt, 1 John 3. 3, or, as Paul 
ſaith, (ſpeaking of them that did not know Jeſus Chriſt 
in them, who are one with that ſpirit) Reprobates, 2 Cor.
